Wilcox, Engineering Student, 
To Construct Diving Helmet 


Construction of a new type diving helmet is being start- 
ed at the college shops this week by Don Wilcox, local en-. 
gineering student. According to Wilcox, the chief disad- 


vantage of the orthodox style 
diver has to move about. 


It is around the recovery from 
this difficulty that Wilcox styles his 
helmet by eliminating the necessity 
for an air line to the surface of the 
water when submerged. In the place 
of these air lines, he plans to use 
compressed air tanks which can be 
filled with 200 pounds of air at a 
service station or with an automo- 
bile pump. 

The diver will be able to stay sub- 
merged at a depth of 30 feet fora 
yeriod of time from 15 to 18 min- 


utes, according to Wilcox’s calcu- | lif

“The possible submerging time 
will vary inversely with the depth,” 
stated Wilcox. “The air tanks will 
be connected to the back of the hel- 
met and will extend along the back 
of the diver with a valve attached 
so that the diver might control the 
amount of air he receives.”

new as applied in the helmet alone, 
according to Wilcox. He expects to 
use his helmet to study under water 
e.
